Pell Grants has remained consistent for selected years compared to public 4-year institutions, private nonprofit 
between 2003-04 and 2015-16, with the exception of 4-year institutions, and private for-profit institutions 
2007-08. The percentage of total price of attendance in all selected academic years between 2003-04 and 
covered by Pell Grants was lower in 2007-08 2015-16 (figure 1).
